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For the information of new breed- 
ers or prospective breeders and 
visitors who are present, it seems 
desirable to have a statement of 
how field service and the extension 
service as a whole is organized. 

The field service in the fifteen 
States covered by Mr. Thos. E. 
Elder and myself is directed and 
fnanced by the national office in 
Brattleboro. Mr. Glen M. House- 
holder, director of Extension for 
the Holstein breed throughout the 
United States is our superior officer 
and he directs our activities. 

A national extension program is 
formulated each year by a commit- 
tee of five members of the national 
Board of Directors working with 
the director of extension, Mr. 
Householder. These men not only 
decide upon the extension policy or 
general aims and organization of 
extension activity; they put in writ- 
ing a concrete list of objectives and 
a program for the extension depart- 
ment. They also prepare a budget 
item by item covering all phases of 
extension work. Some of these 
items are; salaries and expenses of 
feldmen and office assistants, breed 
advertising in farm papers, the an- 
ticipated cost of printing new bulle- 
tins about the breed, publicity 
stories, pictures and mats to be sent 
to the press, exhibit material for 
Fairs, true type models, postage, 
supplies, ete. Last year the budget 
was $85,337.21. 

Extension Covers Wide Scope

vertising movies, slide lectures, and 
assistance by Director Householder 
in many legislative and milk market 
problems throughout the nation. 

Field Service 

Added to this there is the com- 
bined effort of the six fieldmen of 
the national association and the 
State fieldmen. The field service is 
an important part of the Extension 
Program. Contrary to the concept 
of some, the purpose of the fieldman 
is not simply to interest new breed- 
ers, although right now that is a 
very important task. As the words 
“extension service’’ imply the field- 
man combines extension or promo- 
tion for the breed with service tc

will agent and spends some of his 
time helping and encouraging mem- 
bers to improve the breed through 
advanced breeding practices. Un- 
less we continually improve our 
breed through production testing, 
type classification, exhibition at 
Fairs, and studying our breeding 
programs the forward march of the 
Holstein breed will slacken in spite 
of all other efforts, and the popu- 
larity of the Holstein cow will de- 
cline. It is the job of the fieldman 
to stimulate progressive thought 
and practice along these lines and 
inspire our breeders to ever go for- 
ward. That is one of the very im- 
portant responsibilities of the field 
force. 

Another responsibility of every 
fieldman is to do all he can to assist 
boys and girls who aspire to the 
ownership of good purebred calves. 

It is likewise important for the 
fieldman to interest and encourage

In March, 1942 the Bull Issue of 
the World contained a well written 
story entitled ‘“‘A Man and a Bull.”’ 
The man was Bob Eddy of Poult- 
ney, Vermont and the bull was 
Ormsby Sensation 45th. True it is 
that the names Bob Eddy and 45th 
are synonomous but we believe that 
a great brood cow gave them their 
popularity in. the cattle world of 
today. This great cow was Isa 
Seotia Beets that Bob Eddy pur- 
chased back in the twenties as a 
foundation. She was his first cow 
to give 100 lbs. milk in one day 
and also his first to win a blue rib- 
bon. With a yearly record (at 11 
years) of 16,974 lbs. milk, 580.1 fat 
and a 7-day record of 676.1 Ibs. 
milk, 25,278 lbs. fat (at 8 years), 
it is believed that few other brood 
cows can match this grand matron. 
A daughter of Lad Inka Beets Pie- 
tertje she was the dam of five 
daughters, namely Isa Scotia De 
Kol, Newmont Mutual Scotia, New- 
mont Isa Segis, and twins Newmont 
Isa Ormsby Bess and Newmont Isa 
Ormsby Betty. Of greatest interest 
is the fact that four of these five 
daughters were sired by different 
sires and these same four daughters 
each became the dam of a great son 
of Ormsby Sensation 45th, many 
would say his four greatest sons. 
Her fifth daughter became the foun- 
dation of a great cow family in the 
New Jersey Holstein breeding ex- 
periment where in 10 years she has 
left 21 female descendants. 

Isa Scotia De Kol was sired by 
Justamere Pontiac Beets.

Against Bang’s Disease 


Why Not More Calf Vaccination? 


Some Comments on the Record of Official Vaccination of Calves 


By Dr. GEORGE H. CONN, Freeport, Ill. 


The Bureau of Animal Industry 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture, in an effort to deter- 
mine the practical value of vacci- 
mating young heifer calves against 
Bang’s disease, conducted an ex- 
periment in 260 badly’ infected 
herds located in 24 states. From 
the extremely favorable results se- 
cured they recommended calf vacci- 
nation on December 5, 1940, and 
again in later reports. While un- 
usually satisfactory results were se- 
cured, many of the _ states have 
given little support and encourage- 
ment to the vaccination of calves. 
We hope to show that officials have 
been and are very much opposed to 
vaccination even though their su- 
periors have been in favor of it for 
a considerable time. 

A careful study of the summary 
of this vaccination experiment 
through the first 6 years’ should 
convince any reasonably minded 
person that the vaccination of 
calves for the prevention of Bang’s 
disease is the most logical and prac- 
tical plan for controlling this dis- 
ease, yet the attitude many disease 
control officials take toward this 
plan of control indicates that they 
have no_ intention of being in- 
fluenced by it, but prefer to use a 
plan that will give them remunera- 
tive jobs, even though in doing so 
they bring financial ruin to 
thousands of cattle owners every 
month of the year.

These vacci- 
nated calves were kept in badly in- 
fected herds where 37.6% of the 
cattle were positive and suspicious 
to the blood test, which is extreme 
exposure and is much worse than 
would have been experienced had 
the entire herd been vaccinated. 

Even though the Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industry made a very favorable 
report on the value of calf vaccina- 
tion for the control of Bang’s dis- 
ease, on December 5, 1940, the rec- 
ords show that many, in fact almost 
all states, have failed to give much 
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encouragement to this practice. The 
records show that the _ state of 
Georgia has not vaccinated a single 
ealf, Kansas had vaccinated 45, 
Mississippi 25, Missouri 42, New 
Hampshire 14, and North Carolina 
78 calves, by December 31, 1943. 
Minnesota, a great dairy state, had 
officially vaccinated 193 calves, and 
Indiana 157 calves during the same 
period. A total of 555,738 calves 
were officially vaccinated during 
this period in the entire United 
States, and this number would be 
equal to the number of calves which 
are dropped in Wisconsin in one 
year. 


On January 1, 1943, there were 
reported in the United States 
5,931,000 heifers 1 to 2 year olds 
kept for dairy purposes, and 6,881,- 
000 heifer calves; there would have 
been probably 3,500,000 heifer 
calves dropped during the first half 
of 1943, which, added to the above, 
would have made 16,312,000 head 
available and which should have 
been vaccinated against Bang’s, yet 
only a little more than 3% of them 
were officially vaccinated. This 
only proves that livestock disease 
control officials have not given calf 
vaccination much _ attention. In 
fact, so many obstacles have been 
placed in the way of an owner who 
wants to vaccinate his calves 
against Bang’s disease that most of 


them would prefer to vaccinate 
without the approval of the offi- 
cials, who give this permission so 


grudgingly. 


While the Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry gave their whole-hearted ap- 
proval of calf vaccination for the 
control of Bang’s disease on Decem- 
ber 5, 1940, there are still many 
live stock disease control officials 
throughout the United States that 
have not encouraged calf vaccina- 
tion for the purpose mentioned 
above. In fact, in many states these 
officials do everything possible to 
prevent the general use of the vac- 
cination method even in calves in an 
effort to control Bang’s disease. 
This opposition to calf vaccination 
cannot’ be understood by the 
author. Neither can it be under- 
stood by most cattle owners who 
have Bang’s disease in their herd 
and who want to at least vaccinate 
their calves. 


It has been proved time and 
again, and the best known authori- 
ties on Bang’s disease in the United 
States know, that there is abso- 
lutely no danger either to the vac- 
cinated calf or to any other cattle 
associating with it that can possibly 
result from the vaccination. It be- 
gins to look as though many of 
these officials use their position to 


adopt arbitrary regulations prevent- 
ing the use of the vaccination 
method in calves. In one state in 
particular where there are 187,000 
farms they are issuing vaccination 
permits at the rate of 15 or 20 a 
day; they issued 4,000 permits in 
the past year, which means that if 
every cattle owner applied for a 
permit that they would get them 
issued in 35 to 40 years. In many 
instances the officials in this same 
state discourage cattle owners who 
want to vaccinate their calves, by 
letters and personal calls on them 
after they apply. 

There are still several officials 
throughout the United States who 
insist on having a pre-blood test of 
the calves before they are vacci- 
nated, while many of the others 
have adopted the regulations sug- 
gested by the Bureau of Animal 
Industry to discontinue this. The 
state of Illinois at the present time 
(no one knows what it will be in 
30, 60 or 90 days from now) have 
a regulation whereby you can vac- 
cinate young calves against Bang’s 
disease officially providing you sign 
up to have your herd tested for 
Bang’s disease at some future date, 
presumably when and if the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture sees fit to do it. 

Where cattle owners have learned 
the truth about calf vaccination as 
well as adult vaccination, the cattle 
owners are getting to the stage 
where they are now telling the live 
stock disease control officials in no 
uncertain terms just what they 
think of their regulations on Bang’s 
disease control. In many states 
they simply defy the authorities to 
do anything about the regulations 
and some of the best known veter- 
inarians in the United States are 
and have been for many years ad- 
vising their clients with badly in- 
fected herds to vaccinate them in 
spite of state regulations. 


There is not and never has been 
any real logical reason why calves 
should not be vaccinated for the 
control of Bang’s disease, and yet 
many officials still insist that it is 
not a practical procedure and they 
go to great lengths to discourage 
it. Some even attempt to regulate 
against it even though the Bureau 
of Animal Industry approves it. 
These same officials use the argu- 
ment that cooperation between 
veterinarians and cattle owners 
with the state officials is the only 
way to achieve success, and yet 
these same officials do not practice 
what they preach, as they do not 
go along with the Bureau of Anl- 
mal Industry but really oppose its 
recommendation. 

Vaccination of all the calves for

Annual Meeting Holstein-Friesian 


No Convention in 1945 


The Holstein-Friesian Association of America will 
suspend the holding of its annual convention in 1945. 
When the Board met in December, it was divided in its 
opinion regarding a 1945 convention and referred the 
question to the Executive Committee for decision. Events 
of the following weeks, coupled with the definite request 
from Judge Byrnes that all conventions be voluntarily 
cancelled where travel of 50 or more people is involved, 
brought unanimous decision of the Executive Committee 
when it met in Cleveland, January 6. 

The Board of Directors will hold its regular annual 
meeting in June to transact the necessary business of the 
Association. Plans are to hold this meeting in Cleveland, 
Ohio. We are sure this action will have the universal 
approval of the membership. 


Extension Study 

Cancellation of the annual convention in this very 
busy year will place upon the officials and upon every 
state and county group a little extra responsibility in 
maintaining contacts with the rank and file of breeders. 
The convention, made up of duly elected delegates from 
each state, has an avenue of personal reporting on the 
affairs of the National Association which goes directly 
back to each state association and to many of the local 
clubs. The loss of that direct pipe-line is one of the most 
serious disadvantages of convention cancellation. 

Particular effort will undoubtedly be made by the Sec- 
retary to place the annual reports and other appropriate 
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information in the hands of all active members by direct 
mail. Following that, it would seem desirable for all 
directors and fieldmen to spend sometime in attending 
local meetings where the problems and programs of the 
Association may be made a subject of discussion. 

There were no matters of extreme importance in pros- 
pect for action by the convention. Perhaps the most 
important might have been a wide discussion of Exten- 
gion policies, growing out of current developments in this 
field. At the December Board meeting it was proposed 
that effort should be made to make greater use of the 
state associations, both in shaping programs and in carry- 
ing them out under supervision of the Director of Ex- 
tension. It was voted to apportion larger sums (50 cents 
per transfer instead of 35 cents) to states maintaining 
full time fieldmen, and the feeling of the proponents of 
this change appeared to be that along with the larger 
apportionments, effort should be made to integrate the 
work of the states and the National Extension Service 
more closely. 


In line with this thought, the Executive Committee, 
carrying out a suggestion of the Board, has appointed a 
special committee to make a careful overall study and 
reappraisal of our whole extension program and set-up. 
The committee consists of Finance Chairman Albert 
Craig as chairman, President Moscrip, Executive Chair- 
man McLaury, Extension Chairman Remsberg, Director 
Buth, Secretary Norton and Extension Director House- 
holder. This is a strong committee, composed of men who 
have been associated with Holstein extension problems 
over a long period of years. However, for the purpose of 
this study, we cannot avoid regret that the personnel was 
so completely within the present official family. It would 
have been strengthened by inclusion of a number of the 
state presidents, including both categories — those who 
have been taking their apportionments and largely run- 
ning their own show, and those who are operating under 
National field service. Such men would have brought a 
fresh viewpoint and in harmonizing the conflicting ideas, 
any present weaknesses of organization would have been 
better realized where they exist. Perhaps the committee 
will draw upon the experience and recommendations of 
these men through consultation. 


‘A . . . 
Year's Business for Association 

Secretary Norton’s weekly jreport of applications re- 
ceived shows that at the end of the 52d weekly period 
of 1944, a total of 128,677 applications for registry and 
90,303 applications for transfer had been filed for the 
year. This is a gain of 7290 registrations (6%) and 8936 
transfers (11%). Applications for membership in the 
Association during the year totalled 1346 which was 59 
less than in 1943. Cash receipts for the year totalled 
$494,962.35, as compared with $449,213.82 in 1943. 
During both years, cash receipts exceed cash disburse- 
ments by just over $120,000.

Very newsworthy is our cover illustration this week. 
It is the latest picture of one of the breed’s most famous 
cows and the first picture of a calf for him very high ex- 
bectations are held. 

When the Mount Victoria herd was dispersed on June 
29, 1942, perhaps the most admired cow was Montvic 
Rag Apple Colantha Abbekerk. She was (and is) the 
world’s champion of the breed on 3X milking with her 
record of 1263 lbs. fat, 4.32%, and she was one of the 
few remaining daughters of Johanna Rag Apple Pabst. 
Just fresh in 12-year-old form, her purchase at $2500 was 
Tegarded as something of a gamble under the circum- 
stances, Mr. and Mrs. R. DeWitt Mallary, of Mallary 
arms, Bradford, Vermont, were the purchasers, their 
aim being to get a future herd sire from her by their own 
Senior sire, Montvic Posch Rag Apple. This bull was about 
the last living son of Johanna Rag Apple Pabst and prov- 
Ing to be as great a son as the old bull ever sired. 
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Some difficulty was experienced in getting her set- 
tled but she finally calved in November 1943, seventeen 
months after her previous calving. It proved to be a 
heifer calf and a nice one, appropriately named Thankful, 
because of her arrival at Thanksgiving time. Now it 
was something of a race with time to try to get her bred 
again to Montvic Posch Rag Apple before his breeding 
days ended. Dramatically from the last drawing of semen 
before his death ‘‘Abbie’”’ proved to have settled and the 
owners’ prayeirs for a bull calf were answered on the sec- 
ond day of January 1945, with the birth of the lusty 
son shown in the picture. The name selected for him is 
Mallary Farms Rag Apple Triumph. It may be a name 
to remember. : 

““Abbie”’ who will be 15 years old in April, is evidently 
in wonderful breeding condition with the bloom of a cow 
half her years. We insert a word of praise to Harvey Sin- 
clair, manager at Mallary Farms, under whose personal 
care she has been handled, and our congratulations to 
Mr. and Mrs. Mallary.

Timber Situation Critical 

As we go to press, we received an urgent message 
from the War Production Board requesting us, along with 
all farm publications, to stress to our readers the critical 
need of more lumber and pulpwood. 

Output is not keeping pace with essential military de- 
mands. The supply of lumber for the first quarter of 
1945 is estimated to be 18% below requirements, and 
may force the military to reschedule some of their essen- 
tial programs. Pulpwood inventories in the United States 
have dropped 12% in the months of September through 
November. Much of the available supply is now going 
into non-paper usage, such as explosives, jrayon, cello- 
phane, military shipping containers. That demand is 
still expanding. 


Recognizing this urgency WPB is requesting Regional 
WPB directors, Production Urgency Committee Chair- 
men and district managers that they give every possible 
consideration in granting sufficiently high urgency rat- 
ings to insure adequate manpower referals to produc- 
tion of logs, lumber and pulpwood. Farm operators in 
this snowbound season, when work on the land is not 
pressing, are urged to do all possible to help relieve this 
critical situation.

Classified ‘“‘Very Good”’ 
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All-Canadian Selections Announced 


The climax of the show season 
for Canadian Holstein breeders has 
been reached with the announce- 


ment of the .All-Canadian winners 
for 1944. In each of the fifteen 
regular show classes, an All-Cana- 
dian and a Reserve All-Canadian 
was chosen by a committee consist- 
ing of the judges at the leading 
shows of the Dominion. A total of 
29 breeders shared the 30 awards, a 
number of the animals being joint- 
ly owned. Fifteen additional breed- 
ers were amongst the owners of 23 


animals that received Honorable 
Mention. Twelve of the fifteen All- 
Canadians were owned in Ontario, 


the other three going to B. C. where 
J. Grauer & Sons, Eburne, took the 
two most coveted awards, those in 
the Get-of-Sire and the Aged Cow 
classes, and Colony Farm, Esson- 
dale, had the winning three-year- 
old heifer. It is interesting to note 
that while no awards went to Que- 
bee, no less than five of the Ontario- 
owned All-Canadians were bred 
there. The All-Canadian Contest 
is sponsored by the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Journal. 


Probably the most popular win 
was in the Produce of Dam class 
where Montvic Rag Apple Marks- 
man, the All-Canadian Aged Bull, 
and Montvic Rag Apple Sovereign, 
the All-Canadian two-year-old bull, 
teamed up to take the top honors. 
They are from the World Champion 
producer and 1938 C.N.E. Grand 
Champion, Montvic Rag Apple Co- 
lantha Abbekerk. ‘“‘Marksman’”’ is 
owned by J. J. E. MecCague, Alli- 
ston, and C. J. Cerswell, Beeton, 
and ‘‘Sovereign’’ by T. R. Dent and 
Clark E. Brown of Woodstock. Mr. 
McCague also owns the All-Cana- 
dian four-year-old and the Reserve 
All-Canadian three-year-old and 
bred the Reserve All-Canadian two- 
year-old bull. A daughter of

Canadian Senior Yearling Bull, 
with W. L. McClure, Norval, the 
All-Canadian Bull Calf with N. T. 
Laidlaw, Norval, and owned solely 
the Reserve All-Canadian Heifer 
Calf. He also bred a two-year-old 
bull that received Honorable Men- 
tion for A. B. C. Farms, Brampton. 
Jas. R. Henderson, Portsmouth, 
bred and owned the Reserve All- 
Canadian four-year-old and the Re- 
serve All-Canadian Produce. He 
was also the breeder of the Re- 
serve All-Canadian three-year-old 
bull, owned by W. S. Hall, Oakville. 
Bert Thornton, Thamesford, bred 
and exhibited the Reserve All-Cana- 
dian Get-of-Sire, by Montvic Mono- 
gram, which included the All-Cana- 
dian three-year-old bull, owned by 
W. H. & Hardy Shore, Glanworth, 
and the Honorable Mention three- 
year-old heifer. 

Undoubtedly, the most remark- 
able showing was that of Oakridge 
Bonerges Ellen, who was named 
Reserve All-Canadian Aged Cow at 
the advanced age of fifteen years. 
She is owned by Rockwood Hol- 
steins, St. Norbert, Manitoba, who 
also received two Honorable Men- 
tions, one in the Senior Yearling 
Heifer and the other in the Junior 
Yearling Heifer classes.

Holstein population, also have by far 
the largest number of ney breeders 
each year. In those states it is utter. 
ly impossible for a national field- 
man to make contacts with even a 
small percentage of the breeders, 


both old and new. He has severa] 
states, at best, in his territory; ang 
can scarcely scratch the surface. 
There just are not enough hours in a 
day, and days in a year for him to 
do an effective job in his territory, 
He may contact a comparatively 
small number of breeders, assist in 
establishing a new herd for a wealthy 
absentee-breeder, and get a few more 
cows on A. R., (to be subsidized by 
the Association), and get a few 
herds classified and a few others 
on H.I.R. The national field-men, 
good as they are, must necessarily 
limit their activities rather strictly 
to selling the A.R., H.I.R., and Herd 
Classification programs; largely be- 
cause they have little or no time to 
cdo much. 

The State Association field-man 
has only one State to cover; but, oh 
how big a territory that is! The 
state field man is expected to carry 
out a large part of the National Ex- 
tension program, and a study of the 
figures will show a large number of 
herds classified for type in their 
states. However, a large part of 
their work needs to be done in con- 
tacting the “‘little’’ breeders; assist- 
ing them with some of their prob- 
lems; managing state consignment 
sales, and in some states a large 
number of dispersal sales; organiz- 
ing county Holstein clubs; 4-H clubs, 
and Vocational Agriculture boys also 
take some of his time. County club 
meetings and field-days occupy some 
of his time; and the Extension Serv- 
ice Director, or other Association 
employees must be conducted to 2 
series of meetings, preferably twice 
a year, at least. 

I am a firm believer in the Ex- 
tension Service, as a necessary agent 
in the expansion of the Holstein in- 
dustry. I fear, sometimes, it has not 
been able to meet its obligation to 
the industry. But there is a plain 
division of responsibility between the 
national Extension Service and the 
association-supported program, or ac- 
tivities, of a State field-man. The 
Extension Service should have field 
men in territorities unable to support 
a State field man, financially. They 
should be engaged largely in open- 
ing up new territory to the Holstein 
breed; assisting prospective breed- 
ers in those places to find suitable 
foundation animals at reasonable 
prices; helping to organize Dairy

The money available from the 
recent increase in transfer fee should 
be spent for publicity and field-man 
service in prospective new territory. 
Under the full allotment to State As- 
sociations, more states should em- 
ploy fieldmen, and relieve the Ex- 
tension Service for work in new 
places.

California breeders are planning 
on a classification program for next 
spring or early summer. From in- 
quiries coming in from all over the 
state we should have a large number 
of new breeders taking advantage of 
this opportunity. Practically all that 
classified last year desire to reclagsi- 
fy and continue on with the program. 
No doubt next year will see some 
more herd sires receive the Gold 
Medal rating along with some more 
breeders receiving the Progressive 
Breeders award. 

The dairy market is holding strong 
here on the coast, both for animals 
being shipped out of the state and 
with some breeders going to other 
states to fill the demand. 

Wallace Lindskoog, Turlock, pur- 
chased 24 head of registered cows 
and springing heifers in Montana. 18 
are daughters of TenKink Colantha 
Piebe Fobes who shows a 75-pound 
increase on 16 dam daughter com- 
parison, with an index of 653 fat, 
3X. Also got 3 daughters of Ten- 
Kink Piebe Colantha Sir Romeo with 
a 33-lb. increase on 5 dam daughter 
comparisons. The proving on these 
bulls was done by the Montana State 
College. 9 officially classified daugh- 
ters of the Fobes bull went 2 very 
good, 3 good plus and 4 good.

a period of 10 years would practi- 
cally eliminate Bang’s disease from 
the United States, but evidently 
many officials do not look with 
favor on this as they will not ap- 
prove this plan. There is no other 
way in which state officials can 
hope to eradicate Bang’s disease ex. 
cept by vaccination, but evidently 
most of them prefer to have the 
cattle industry suffer from increas- 
ingly heavy losses from Bang’s dis- 
ease rather than to admit their mis- 
take and probably the loss of their 
job. If it were possible to hold 
livestock disease control officials re- 
sponsible for their actions, it is eyi- 
dent that it would not be long un- 
til calf vaccination would receive 
the support it so justly deserves 
and the resultant benefits would ac- 
crue to the cattle owner who so 
badly needs it.

Scotia De Kol made at nine years 
of age on two-time milking nearly 
eleven thousand pounds of milk 
with a 3.4% test. Newmont Mutual 
Scotia, the dam of Lad at 6 years 
and 9 months produced 14,921.3 of 
milk and 525.7 of fat, and the third 
daughter, Newmont Isa Segis at 5% 
years made 12,657 of milk and 432 
of fat, all of these records in Class 
C back in the days when 7-day rec- 
ords were most popular. 

The last two daughters of Isa 
were the world’s record twins, Betty 
and Bess, that produced 435 and 
438 lbs. of fat as junior two year 
olds in Class C in Mr. Eddy’s herd. 
Both of them later made records of 
over 20,000 lbs. of milk in the New 
Jersey Station Herd. Newmont Isa 
Ormsby Bess was probably the 
largest and also highest testing 
daughter of her dam and sire, 
Ormsby Sensation 45th. This cow 
purchased with her twin sister 
Betty for the New Jersey Breeding 
Experiment by Dr. J. W. Bartlett, 
was bred back to her own sire in 
1931. The progeny of this mating 
was N. J. E. S. Sensation Bess Chief, 
a bull whose sons have done so 
much in artificial breeding in New 
Jersey. Chief’s index in the last 
Red Book is 17,200 milk, 645 fat 
with a 3.75% test. His best daugh- 
ter N. J. E. SS. Chief Advance 
Frances produced last year at 6 
years 18,065.8 milk, 691.58 fat in 
305 days in herd test 2X milking. 
Bess was classified Very Good as a 
young cow. Her size and vigor has 
been a factor in the progeny of her 
son Chief. Her two other sons, 
Newmont Bess Ormsby Sensation 
and N. J. E. S. Sir Jewel Ormsby 
Bess Esquire have each left out- 
standing indexes as indication of 
their prepotency. 

The Betty twin, Newmont Isa 
Ormsby Betty has been the pro- 
genitor of 21 females during 19% 
years of the New Jersey Experi- 
ment. Dr. Bartlett reports in the 
New Jersey Bulletin 712, ‘The 
progeny of cow 61 have shown 4 
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trend for greater height at withers 
than their sire’s mean performance. 
It is noted that her progeny have 
maintained a superior type appar- 
ently independent of their sires in- 
dicated performance. Examination 
of the production records indicates 
that the progeny have higher but- 
terfat tests than the foundation 
cow. The data on longevity are in- 
conclusive but point to a transmis- 
sjon of factors:for long life.’ 

Betty has been the dam of three 
daughters in the Experiment Sta- 
tion herd. Of 5 of her granddaugh- 
ters already in production 2 have 
peen classified as Excellent and 1 
as Very Good. Two of her grand- 
daughters have 5 sons by Con- 
queror, the fifth great son of 45th, 
now at Sussex, New Jersey. These 
five sons are all in service, 3 of them 
in college herds where they will be 
used in artificial insemination pro- 
grams. The fourth in the herd of 
Messrs. Briel and Burlee in Rich- 
mond, Virginia and the fifth at the 
Imperial Agricultural Co., Hartford, 
Conn. 

Mr. Eddy and Dr. Bartlett have 
both recognized the advantage of 
crossing the descendants of old Isa 
with other blood of the 45th family. 
Bob’s two herd sires right now are 
of this same combination, Aristo- 
erat, the senior sire is by Major 
and out of Trixy Ormsby Beets the 
18 year old daughter of old 45th. 
Major is a son of Mabel who was 
out of Marjorie the world record 
daughter’ of Newmont Mutual 
Ormsby Lad. The junior sire is a 
grandson of Marjorie which Bob 
calls Newmont Ideal Lad. 

Two years ago an arrangement 
was made between Mr. Eddy and 
the New Jersey Experiment Station 
to breed Mabel to N.J.E.S. Sensation 
Bess Chief by artificial insemina- 
tion. The result jas Newmont 
Ormsby Chief which Bob recently 
sold to Mr. John Bolten at Andover, 
Mass. By arrangement the New 
Jersey Station will receive’ an 
interest in this promising herd sire 
which combines two grandsons of 
Isa Scotia Beets, and Trixy 
Ormsby Beets. In other words this 
combination traces 3 times to 
Ormsby Sensation 45th and twice to 
old Isa in the first 4 generations. 

At the New Jersey Station there 
is a yearling bull and a very nice 
one that traces 17 times to 45th 
and 5 times to Isa Scotia Beets in 
the first 7 generations. He includes 
three of her grandsons through 3 
different daughters and one of her 
daughters through a_ grandson. 

If we add up the records made, 
the show ring winnings and the 
sales from the herd of R. E. Eddy 
during the last 25 years, the tally 
will show that Isa Scotia Beets not 
only helped make Mr. Eddy but con- 

ibuted many times to the glory of

FREPARTUM MILKING OF COWS 
AIDS IN MASTITIS CONTROL 


Evidence compiled by E. A. Keyes 
and J. J. Reid of the Pennsylvania 
Station, in pre-milking cows from 2 
to 16 days before freshening, indi- 
cates that this practrce helps to pre- 
vent udder congestion and mastitis. 
While it is not necessary to pre- 
partum milk every cow, many def- 
initely have been benefited. 

Heifers which have been prepar- 
tum milked have given no trouble 
to train to the milking machine. 
Calves from pre-milked cows, if sup- 
plied with vitamin to replace colos- 
trum, have been found to suffer few- 
er digestive disturbances due to the 
removal of the undesirable accumu- 
lations in the udders of the mothers. 

During the freshening period, the 
milk of all the animals examined 
contained streptococci although num- 
bers appeared greater in older cows. 
In most animals, the streptococci dis- 
appeared a few days after freshet- 
ing, but in the case of some animals 
suffering udder troubles, the bac- 
teria persisted for a much longer 
time.—Pennsylvania Exp. Station 
Bulletin 464.

preeding herd and program on a 
sound basis. How best to accom- 
plish all these objectives is well 
thought out and planned by the Ex- 
tension Committee and Director 
Householder, and then finally their 
program is debated and approved or 
revised by the entire Board of Di- 
rectors. 

In view of our large national 
membership (over 34,000) and the 
limited mumber of fieldmen in the 
field, the present policy of the Ex- 
tension Committee Program logi- 
cally expects the fieldman to spend 
much of his time assisting County, 
State, and Regional Holstein Asso- 
ciations. More and more emphasis 
is being placed upon the need for 
active county Holstein clubs es- 
pecially in thickly populated areas. 
Active County and State Clubs pro- 
vide the contacts and channels 
through which much more exten- 
sion work could be done. The na- 
tional fieldman functions as a co- 
ordinator among the Clubs by at- 
tending committee meetings and 
conferences and helping them plan 
extension work in their, respective 
areas. I have prepared the follow- 
ing definition of the purpose of a 
State association. It can also be 
applied to County and Regional As- 
sociations. ‘“‘The purpose of a State 
Association is to organize and unify 
the efforts and purposes of breeders 
within a State to the end that in- 
formation will be disseminated to 
promote the breed and_ interest 
others in it, and that information 
will be received by the members 
which will be helpful to them in the 
breeding, developing, and selling of 
their chosen breed—the Holstein- 
Friesian.’’ 

Much time and thought at our na- 
tional office is given to the pros- 
pect and to the new breeder, and 
this is likewise true of the fieldmen. 
With nearly 15,000 new breeders in 
a year, however, and a great many 
additional prospects who write to 
the office it would be impossible to 
expect the fieldmen to visit all of 
them. The value of visits to new 
breeders and prospective breeders 
anyway is measured more by whom 
you visit than by how many you 
Visit. 

In considering the enormous op- 
portunities for future expansion of 
Holstein ownership, and the need 
for more workers in the field, it 
appears to me that the County and 
State and Regional associations pro- 
vide a splendid medium of expand- 
ing our extension activity. If we 
can drive home the conviction or ac- 
ceptance of the theory that every 
officer and director of a local asso- 
ciation has a responsibility to per- 
form by serving as an _ extension- 
man for the breed in his com- 
munity, then when we have learned 
better how to utilize these men, 
they will constitute a large and 
Vital field force working whole- 
heartedly for the Holstein breed.

We brought him home and in a few weeks he was in service; that was over 4 years ago. In the meantime 
a sister to the dam broke the World’s Fat Record on 3X milking with a record of 1263 lbs. His maternal 
sisters were tested with excellent results, one breaking a World’s Record at 42 years with 1163 Ibs. fat on 
3X. Other sons of Raymondale Ideal Successor, who now carries the title of “Sire of Great Sires”, have 
been greatly appreciated in the show ring and as sires. 


Thus for the past 4 years we have tried to “sell” Chief on what is back of him, on what his sisters and 
brothers were doing, and on what he should do. We have sold many of his offspring by this method, and 
we appreciate the confidence other breeders have had in him. We think the time is very soon at hand 
when we can “look the other way” that is, at what Chief can sire and not at what his ancestors have done.
